Hie slightest faith in the truce sup- 
posed to have been arranged between 
the constitutionalists and federals at 
Tampico.Free Hand to Funston. 


Orders have gone from the war de- 


partment to Ueneral Funston, it was 
Jparned today, authorizing him to ex- 
tpiid his lines about Vera Cruz as far 
as he thought necessary in his. judg- 
ment. 
This, it was explained, gives the 


American commander virtually a/free 
hand in dealing with the situation at 
Vera Cm:;. It is said that the'Ameri- 
can lines will be immediately extend- 
ed and heavy fortifications thrown up. 


General Kunston at Vera Cruz re- 


ported to the War Department today 
that he had no definite information 
regarding a movement of the Mexi- 
can federal troops. He said he thought 
it probable that such concentration of 
the .Mexican forces as had been made 
was only for the purpose of defend- 
ing the' lines of railways south to 
.Mexico City in case the United Stales 
troops should advance. Later reports 
were that the track of the interna- 
tional railway were being torn up.

AND ASKS WHETHER 


HE UPHOLDS VILLA 


Senator Lippit of Rhode Island Fails 


to Carry Caustic Resolution in 


Heated Senate Debate.

/'Washington, D. C.. May 6.^Vigor- 
ous criticism of the administration/in 
regard to thei?-Mexican policy and 
over the Vera Cruz situation marked 
the efforts of Senator Lippit of Rhode 
Island today to declare action in the 
senate on his resolution to ask Presi- 
dent Wilson if he is supporting Villa 
for the next ruler of Mexico. 
' 
Chairman Stone of the foreign re- 
lations committee defended the admin- 
istration. The resolution was laid on 
the table without a record vote. 
"The suspicion that our government 
is aiding and abetting 
the 
villain 
Villa is so sickening that,I have long 
refused to believe it," said 
Senator 
Lippit, "but the report of the adminis- 
tration as supporting Villa has con- 
tinued, so long that I have introduced 
my resolution." 
^ 


After quoting 
President Wilson's 
declaration,in his message to congress 
about observing strict neutrality be- 
tween the factions of Mexico, Sena- 
(tor Lippit Said that the actions o£ the 
government were much in contradic- 
tion of those expressions. 
Senator Lippit spoke of the Vera 
Cruz incident and the loss of Mexican 
lives as the length to which the ad- 
ministration had gone. 


Senator Stone took Senator Lippit 
to task and Mr. Lippit responded that 
Senator Stone was placing his work 
in a false light. 
, 


. "I know what the senator meant," 
said'Stone. "He meant to charge the 
president with the death of t^'o hun- 
dred'-innocent Mexicans-—think ot it— 
innocent Mexicans at Vera Cruz. 
"The Rhode Island senator is pleased 


:o regard the firing on our boys in yio- 
ation'of all rules of warfare. All the 
country approved of what the presi- 
dent did in regard to the Vera Cruz 
incident, with 
the exception of the 
senator from Rhode Island. 
The senator said we were hasty at 
Vera Cru:; because a German vessel 
was approaching, laden with'arms for 
Huerta and his army. Surely the pres- 
deut was taking the only stand, he 
could to enforce the ultimatum and 
make Huerta apologize for what 'he 
did.The senator from Rhode Island ad- 
vises the administration that it should 
lave remained inactive 
until rapid 
firing cannons showed up, vand rifles 
with tons of ammunition had been de- 
livered into the hands of the men 
who would fire at our flag and our 
soldiers when the landed " at Vera 
Crux.

'Zeyd- 
lets passed1 in 41.27 north and 59.07 
west, four mast and funnel gona 
Large steamer burning all over. Hull 
high out of water. 
No

on 
board.' 
After receiving this message 
I changed my course to cross position 
of burning steamer at 3 p. m. Could 
discover no trace of the wreck but de- 
cided to encircle position and 3:30 p. 
m. saw a. boat on (he starboard. The 
occupants of the boat were taken on 
board in a few minutes. Boat contain- 
ed thirteen men and corpses laying 
in the bottom of the boat. The occu- 
pants had used trouser legs 
from 
corpses on the end of boat hooks for 
distress signals. 
The survivors , were 
in a state of 'exhaustion and collapse 
when taken on board. 
, "They had been adrift for fourteen 
hours. Some were put under the doc- 
tor's care in the 
hospital. Others 
were ?iven brandy; and soup, and then 
put to bed. 
They- immediately fell 
asleep." 


Sable Islands, Nova Scotia, May G.— 
Captain MacDonald and thirteen mem- 
bers of the British steamer Columbia, 
which burned at sea last night, were 
savet* by the Manhattan, according to 
a^ wireless dispatch' received by the 
Marconi station here today. 
In 41.19 north latitude and 59.35 west 
longitude, the Cunard liner Franconia 
took up one of the Columbia's boats 
containing thirteen men and the body 
of C."Stewart Matthews. The missing 
boat, for which the Manhattan and 
other steamers 
are 
searchinsr. con- 
tains the flrst and second officers and 
seven men. 
The steamer Columbia, from Ant- 
werp for New York, caught flje Sun- 
day night at sea. according to a wire- 
less from the Franconia, which res- 
cued the first boat. The flames spread 
quickly and were followed by explo- 
sions, which necessitated the aband- 
onment of the boat by the crew. 
The men got away in three boats, 
but !in their haste they were illy pre- 
pared for a battle with the, sea in 
open boats. The first survivors picked 
up had been adrift for thirty-six hours, 
and suffered severely. 
Captain 
MacDonald'B boat, which 
was picked up early today by the Man- 
hattan, had been adrift 
more than 
thirty-six' hours "before help -reached 
them.

TRIAL FOR MURDER '

Clintqri, 111., Ma.y 6.—Carl E. Per- 
son went on trial'here today for the 
murder of Tony Mtisser. 
The Illinois Central shops constl: 
tute the chief industry in the little 
city o,f six thousand people, < and 
the 
whole community is Inclined to tako 
the side of the railroad and Musscr; 
•xlthough all admit that in the fight in 
which Musser was killed he was the 
aggressor. 
Thirty months ago began the great 
abor struggle of which the Messer 
tilling was only a tragic incident. 
Employes of the Harriman lines of 
which the Illinois Central is the chief, 
already organized into unions, formed 
a system federation by which all the 
allied unions on road and in shu\l 
were to have\ a ..single- group of offi- 
cials as an executive head.. 
They 
struck, then were locked out by the 
oad, 
and the fight was on. 
Person, a machinist, left his bench 
and became an editor. The paper, 
'The 
Strike 
Bulletin," 
contained 
nany bitter attacks tin the Illinois 
Central and its labor system. 
The 
most violent of 
these 
was "The 
raveyard Special," in which he pic- 
tured numerous wrecks with loss of 
ife 
on 
the 
Illinois 
Central 
and 
charged they were due to the • un- 
skilled non-union labor employed. In 
lis editorials 
Person 
bitterly 
ar- 


•aigned 
the 
Clinton citizens who 
sided. with ' the 
road 
against 
the 
strikers. In September, 1913, Person 
was waylaid on the streets of De- 
catur, a neighboring city, and slugged. 
Recovering, he returned to his office 
and continued, to publish "The Bul- 
etin." Then his office was raided by 
United States deputy marshals and 
railroad detectives and Person was 
arrested. 
He was taken into United 
Slates district court at Springfield 
and arraigned on 'a federal indictment 
charged with using the mails to cir- 
culate matter "reflecting on the con- 
duct of the Illinois Central." 
The in- 
dictment of seven counts still hangs 
over him. Conviction would brins a 
penalty of thirty-five years in a federal 
>risdn and a fine of $35,OOOjJPerson 
was released on bail. 

Per- 
son last December took occasion to 
>ay his respects to ex-Police Chief 
\Jusser, who. had entered the employ

stitute, who was criminally assaulted 
and choked .to death on

prairie near .Argo, a suburb, on the 
night.of Oct. 5, 1913. 
The case against Bond is purely 
circumstantial. It rests upon the tes- 
timony ,of Michael Binkowitz, a pawn- 
broker's clerk, who is expected 
to 
take the.stand and identify Bond as 
the negro who had 
Miss 
Legson's 


.watch the day after the murder. The 
defense will insist that DinLkowitz was 
mistaken in his identity "and will seek 
to establish an alabi. 
Finding herself sliort of 
money, 


Miss Leegson inserted an ad in a 
newspaper asking employment, as a 
nurse in order that she might -con- 
tinue her studies under I-orado Taft, 
noted sctilUer, and other instructions 
at the Art institute. On the night of 
Oct. 5 she received a telephone call, 
answering her ad and started for an 
address in Argo given her by the 
voice over the telephone. Early the 
next morning her lifeless body was 
found on the prairie, near a deserted 
box-car, ipart of her clothing had 
been torn off in the struggle and bits 
cf cloth and hair pins were found in 
the box-car, indicating that she had 
been assaulted in the car and then 
dragged to the spot where her body 
was found.

ance. 


All the proceeds of the tax will go 
to the police department fund and as 
the policemen will be benefited by the 
ordinance, dogs have no hope to es- 
cape the law. When a minion o£ the 
law finds a dog, whether high bred 
bull, cute white poodle, well trained 
hunting hound', or just a plain every 
day' inonsrel without the tag, it will 
mean the poundhpuse without a pre- 
tense of trial or investigation. After 
forty-eight hours 
o£ this punishment 
if the tax is not paid as well as the 
fine, his execution wiil benext in or- 
der. It will cost owners $1 the first 
day and $1.25 each succeeding; day 
that hie hound is, in the pen.

one jail out of every 1,000 prisoners, 
300 were dope fiends, and the same 
proportion applied to the hospital 
patients. 
A large number of morphia clubs 
existed in Blagovestchenck, and

was a common sight to see morphia- 
maniacs making injections in 
the 
open streets. 
The use of cocaine 
also was declared to be general.
